and dubio us characters, and that the ho pe 
o f the wo rld lies in co mmunism o r so me 
kindred philo so phy o f life and go v ernment. 
W hat this kind of teaching does to 
unformed minds isn’t hard to fathom. 
It 
dwarfs the achievements that created our 
greatness, and magnifies our defects. 
It 
avoids the fact that our kind of government 
and our kind of economic sy stem has done 
far more, for far more people, than any 
other ever devised. It leaves the student 
with nothing to tie to, nothing constructive 
to believe. 
It is a healthly sign that there has been 
a remarkable upsurge of interest in the 
quality and content of American teaching 
and tex tbooks in the last y ear 
or 
two. 
Young men and women now in school will 
determine what sort of a country we will 
have in the future. 
Academic freedom 
must not be used to justify warped and sub­ 
tle instruction which produces distrust of 


First, are the people getting their 
money ’s worth? 
His answer was an em­ 
phatic no— largely for the reason a cum­ 
bersome and costly bureaucracy adminis­ 
ters the plan. 
Second, has the sy stem improved med­ 
ical service? 
Again the answer is no. Too : 
many people are consulting doctors unnec-j 
essarily , on the grounds that they must pa y , 
a tax for medical attention and so may as; 
well get it whether they need it or not. 
As 
a result, overworked doctors simply don’t 
have the time to giv e each patient the con­ 
sideration he should hav e. 
Third, has the sy stem reduced the in­ 
cidence o f disease? 
Once mo re the an­ 
swer is no . 
Little o f the mo ney co llected 
by the go v ernment fo r the medical scheme 
is used fo r research wo rk. 
And indiv idual 
phy sicians hav e little time o r incentiv e fo r 
reading, inv estigatio n and adv anced study . I 
There are many 
o ther 
arguments 
againist go v ernment do minatio n o f medi-j 
cine. 
These are simply three o f the mo st 
important from the peo ple’s po int o f v iew, j 
Wherever tried, it has resulted in a deterio ­ 
ration of standards— and 
a sharp upsurge 
in government costs.
